Election/Restrictions

I. Clainns 1-32 and 50-53, drawn to subject matter indented wherein the 
radiotelephone system is combined with a structure for retention of a 
message signal or for reproduction thereof, classified in class 455, 
subclass 412.1.

2. Inventions I and II are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that 
they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of 
operation, different functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01). 

In the instant case the different inventions are distinct, each from the other 
because of the following reasons: invention I has utility about subject matter indented 
wherein the radiotelephone system is combined with a structure for retention of a 
message signal or for reproduction thereof, while invention II has separately utility about 
subject matter wherein a camera is used as a computer peripheral for generating image 
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data that is processed and/or stored by the computer for display to a local user, for 
downloading to an end user, or for being combined with computer-generated data. 



3. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different subclasses, restriction 
for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
